Lansing, Mich... May 15.—{Special.] 
—Almost a million and three quarters 
acres of Michigan’s fertile farm lands— 
a total of. 18,232: farms—will be idle 


this year. 

Statistics compiled by Verne H. 
‘Church, field agent of the United States 
bureau of crop estimate, show that 
the remaining farm population of the 
State, 230,000, will fall far short of 
‘normal crop production. -There are 
30,8300 vacant heuses on Michigan 
farms, 10,000 of which have been 
vacated during the last year. 

The number of men who have left 
farms of Michigan during the last 
|three years is three times as great as 
j the number of Michigan men who died 
or were killed in the civil war.

WIGGLE-WORMS AND TROUT. 


ROUT fishermen, like farmers, are 
dependent upon the whims of the 
weather. By this we do not 
mean merely that the much-hated 
east wind may cast an evil spell upon 
Fisherman’s Luck, but rains, locally 
or at the headwaters, may roil the 
water to such an extent that fly fishing 
is out of the question for the man who 
wants some fish with his fishing. 

When such conditions prevail—and 
they are-likely in the forepart of the 
‘season—there are just two answers: 
quit fishing or use bait. 

Bliss Perry, in his “ Fishing with a 
Worm,” covered the ethics of bait fish- 
ing in these well chosen words; “If 
he will rise to some fly in your book, 
few fishermen will deny that the fly is 
the more pleasurable weapon. Dainty, 
luring, beautiful toy, light as thistle 
down, falling where you will it to fall, 
holding when the leader tightens and 
sings like the string of a volin, the 
artificial fly represents the poetry of 
angling. 

“Given the gleam of morning on 
some wide water, a heavy trout break- 
ing the surface as he plunges, the fly 
holding well, with the right sort of rod 
in your fingers and you perceive how 
easy is that Emersonian task of mak- 
ing the pomp of emperors ridiculous. 

“But angling’s honest prose, as rep- 
resented by the lowly worm, has also

Wis is called the twenty-one card 
metbod: Discard from the pack all 
cards lower than sevens. You have 
left thirty-two cards, including the 
geevens, eights, nines, tens, jacks, 
queens, kings, and aces. Shuffle the 
thirty-two cards and have the one 
whose fortune you are telling choose a 
card, 

In doing this it is necessary to re- 
member that the card chosen should be 
according to the complexion of the 
chooser—king or queen of diamonds for 
a fair person, ditto of hearts for one 
rather darker or red headed, clubs for 
one darker still [as mouse colored or

HOW TO MAKE RECIPES. 
OMETIMES we think “the world 
do move,” and then again we are. 
sure that if it does it is backing 
down hill, and then again it ts 


_| moving so far up, aeroplane like, that 


only a few can possibly get into the 
procession, but we can all Shave that 
ambition. 

This is apropos of two recent canal 
ences. The first was at a girls’ high 


school in California where the princi- 


pal, once a practicing physician, had 
had the hardest kind of work in getting 
the subjects introduced that would 
justify the supposed character of the 
school. And marvelous to relate, it 
was two women, once school teachers, 
who objected to the introduction of 
sewing and cooking, into that school. 
They did :.ot consiZer these subjects 


dignified. Now what do think of that, 


in this day and generation? If they 
had been merely up with the mode they 
would have known that every fashion- 
able boarding school in the country: has 
in the last ten years introduced these 
subjects; at least I know many of the 
most select have. 

The principal of this school was 
trained in prescription making, and he 
says that a recipe is nothing but a mod- 
ified prescription. Having an eternal 
interest in such things, he reads all 
sorts of prescriptions such as those for 
cooking, thase for home beverage mak: 
ing so much the vogue at present, 
beauty prescriptions, etc., and he says 
that it would be impossible to put up 
or make anything from them a one 


case out of every three. He particu- 
larly cited the beverage prescriptions. 


Make and Break Recipes. 


While the m: 1's views were most 
interesting and so.ad, there was no 
cooking going cn when I was there so 
I journeyed to one of the great instt- 
_ tutions of higher learning thereabouts, 
where the work in home economics is 
as advanced as any in the world. Here 
the young women students make and 
break recipes... They are supposed to 
have had high school cookery and a 
year of high school chemistry as a 
prerequisite. 

By the way, I might have seen 500 
girls sewing at the high school men- 
tioned, and when I went to the exten- 
sion office of the university I found 
that the item of instruction in the 
great work among farm women in the 
different counties of California, the 
most popular at present given, by 
home demonstrators, is that in sewing 
and the mal.‘ng of hats. The farm 
women love the work in millinery, as 
what real woman would not, and are 


turning out creditable hats to defeat 


the H. C. of head coverings. 

In all this work in home economics 
the great body of women are ‘ust 
where the girls of fifty years ago were 
in music. They love to study’ pieces 
at once, or paint a plate with the help 
of a teacher, 
themselves china painters, 


Object of Home Economics. 


Now the whole platform laid down 
by the head of the higher work in home 
economics in the university is this—I 
took it down word for word: “ The ob- 
ject of home economics is the bettering 
of the home, which is always connected 
with sentimental associations, therefore 
this has been attempted in a senti- 
mental and direct way. But that is 
the Wrong way. {t can only be indi- 
and scientifically.”

But, after all|. this is the direct one, 
in the end, far the most direct. In 
some of the lurger institutions not only 
do the girls in the higher classes 
manage a real home for months at a 
time but they take in children and care 
for them, and the main care of a child 
pertains to its feeding. 

The highest classes in home econom- 
ics deal with physiology as intimately 
as any classes in the medical school. 
They study the chemistry of the body, 
and then of foods, and, combining tlhg 
two constantly, they learn how to eat 
to maintain health over long periods 
of time and how to ward off almost 
every one of the diseases that beset hu- 
manity merely by correct eating. In 
other -words, they know what foods do. 


I constantly meet people who talk — 


about their bodies as though they were 
sticks of wood, though every atom is 
jumpingly alive and fighting for its 
life. If nature was not as prodigal in 
human atoms as with grass we would 
not last long as we pursue our unin- 
telligent physiological way. 


‘Students Develop Recipes. 


In the study outline of the university 
course in home economics headed 
“Food Preparation and Tests ” it says: 
“No recipes have been included, since 
it is the object of this, as it should be 
of all cooking courses, to make the 
student independent of and critical 
toward cook book recipes. Cooking di- 
rections and type recipes are developed 
by the students from the study of the 
properties of fgod outlined and a card 
index of such recipes accumulated.” 

But by studying some of the outlines 
‘for this work we might think we had 
what amounted to a recipe, and it 
would be to any woman who had stud- 
ied a few fundamental principles—for 


instance, such as the relation of wet to . 


dry, of alkaline (soda) to acid (sour 
milk), say, ete. Here is one: 


“The essentials for quick breads— 
biscuits, muffins, gems, etc.: 

“fa] Liquid; watery solution, such 
as milk, water, water of eggs. 

es [bd] Leavening agent; carbon diox- 
ide frorn baking powder, soda and sour 
milk, soda and molasses; fermentation 
of yeast, air or steam inclosed by egg 
white. 

“[e] Fat: None, or varying amounts 
of butter, lard, etc., 
crease ‘short’ or brittle texture. 

Flour: To supply gluten 
(framework) and _ starch (colloidal 
mass). 

Sugar, salt, 
agreeable flavor.” 


Rules for Cake Making. 


The outline for cake making looks 
much like the above and, of course, the 
sooner any home cook relates hec 
bread and cake making, not going on 
considering them entirely , unrelated 
performances, the faster she can get 
experience that will make her a better 
cook. What she learns with one ought 
to help her in the other. This cake 
outline is:

“[a] Watery liquid: Water, milk, 
or cream, water of eggs. 

“{by} Leavening agent: Baking pow- 
der, soda and sour milk or cream, beat-

_ CURTAINS FOR SUMMER. 
“HERE are not many women who 
do not naturally love to make 
pretty and attractive things for 
.: their homes, and it seems as 
though there is never a time when 
sarmethins does not need “ doing over” 
@ oeing replaced by something new. 
This time of year a woman naturally 
Begins planning on things that will be 
needed for the summer cottage, or if 
she ffvés in a house it is a satisfaction 
to make everything possible to save

Curtains add to or detract from the 
genera] appearance of a room almost 
more than any other one thing, and 
today when nothing is inexpensive it Is 

metimes a problem how to accom- 
plish all one wishes to. 

Have you ever made curtains of 
cheess cloth or unbleached murlin? A 
good quality is essential, and shrinkirg 
must be allowed for, but they are win- 

ully pretty and durable. One width 
will make a curtain, and in cutting the 
lengths measure so they will just es- 
cape the floor and allow for a 2% inch 
hem at the bottom. 

Then lay a hem down one edge (it 
will be the front edge), one inch wide, 
and for trimming cut strips on a true 

or percale, gingham, or any wash 
material you choose in a plain color, 
matching the color of the room. Make 
these strips, when both edges have 
been turned in, 2% inches wide, and 
‘baste them across the bottom and up 
the front <ige, mitering the corner and 
basting it on the front edge of the 
etrip just covers the edge of the hem. 
Then make a valance to go across the 
top. Finished, it should be 16 or 18 


{mches deep and have the trimming 


bands across the bottom at the head of 
the hem, and across the top, 1% inches 
dewn from the upper edge. 

A strip of wood 4 or & inches wide 
and the length of the width of the 
window will be better than a rod to put 
the valance up by.

Ex-Farmerettes Hold Reunion. 


Yesterday, at the University of Chi- 
cago, there was ar’ interesting reunion 
at luncheon of workers in one of the 
most striking and’ worth while experi- 
ments born of war 'conditions—the land 
army farm at Libertyville. This enter- 
prise, conceived and carried out by 
Mrs. Tiffany Blakes successfully dem- 
onstrated, in the spring, summer, and 
autumn of 1918, the possibilities and 
value.of women as’ actual and practical 
farmers. | 


All over the country at that time 
there was a similar movement, but 
Mrs. Blake's idea had deeper, more far 
reaching intentions than any expressed 
by the national land army promoters. 
Not only did she wish to provide fresh 
labor for our basic industry, agricul- 
ture, at a time when it seemed possible 
that our man power might be needed 
to fight for our national life, but she 
had the larger vision of developing in 
women such interest tn farming by 
actual acquaintance” with its technique 
that the raising of crops should be. 
come as popular and profitable a means 
of livelihood for women as typewriting 
or stenography. It was hoped that stu- 
dents from her farm would go forth 
with a special message to women born 
and reared on farms to show them 
that tilling the soil, tending flocks and 
herds, raising chickens, and Kindred 
pursuits was a highly specialized and 
desirable calling, requiring intelligence 
of no mean order; not, as many now 
think it, a dull, h®@avy, uninteresting 
form of labor.

Bible in Schools 
Up for Hearing in 


State Convention 


By the Rev. Frederick L. Gratiot 


HALL the Bible be read in our 
public schools? If so, shall the 
reading be made compulsory? 


Those are the questions being 


deliberated upon by the constitutional 


convention of Illinois, now in session 


in Springfield. 


The present state of opinion in the 
according to a prominent 
Chicago member, is strongly in favor 
of having the reading of the Bible per- 
missive, but against making it com- 


convention, 


pulsory. 

In the churches there, are cham- 
pioris of both ideas. The Chicago 
Church federation has: gone on record 
as desiring that the reading be com- 
pulsory. Its memorial on the subject 
provides that as religion, morality, and 
knowledge are necessary to good gov- 
ernment, ten versés at least be read 
daify; that the reading be compulsory 
on all teachers; that choice of the 
passages to be read, as well as the ver- 
sion used, rests with the individual 
teacher; 
out any comment whatkver. | 

At the meeting of some 2,000 Illinois 
Protestant ministers in connection with 
the interchurch world movement in 
February a motion practically identi- 
cal with that of the Chicago Church 
federation was passed. 

On the other hand, there have been 
other methods suggested. Dr. Henry 
F. Cope, secretary of the Religious Ed- 
ucation association, takes the position 
that “such compulsory reading would 
violate the principle of separation of 
church and state and would introduce 
“sectarian teaching " by the very read- 
ing of the Bible in public schools. He 
had resolutions to that effect passed 
by the Hyde Park Ministers’ associa- 
tion. The northeastern deanery of the 
Episcopal church, at a recent meeting 
at St. Peter’s aaa By passed a like 
resolution. 

The Rev. Dr. =e S. Richardson, 
head of the department of religious 
education of Northwestern university, 
has come out strenuously against the 
compulsory idea. 

“ Making Bible reading in the public 
schools compulsory is pedagogical fool- 
ishness,” he said in an interview. “It 
is nonsense to suppose that the mere 
reading of the Bible will teach any- 
body anything. There is nothing 
magic about the Bible; we must get 
away from that medieval Mea. Its 
reading should be left on a voluntary 
basis. That is the best pedagogy. Re- 
ligious education is much bigger than 
reading the Bible. We of the church 
must develop our methods so that we 
know how to teach. Reading the Bible 
is not religious education.” 

Dr. Benjamin Otto, formerly pastor 
of the Morgan Park Baptist church, 
succeeds Dr. Frank L. Anderson as 
secretary of the Chicago executive 
council, who was elected president of 
the Polyglot school in New York. His 
resignation from the Morgan Park 
church takes effect today. ;

Summer Troubles 


Simple Adjustments Are 
| Sufficient to Prevent 
Ae Usual Delays 


BY HIGH SPEED. 


VERHEATING is a rather com- 
mon complaint in summer, and 
sometimes, while no serious re- 
sults occur, the motorist is de- 
layed on the road and often required 
to spend no little time endeavoring to 
determine the exact cause. Because 


there are numerous causes, every own- 


er should be familiar with the more 
common ones. 

All makes of cars but two are water 
cooled, hence we shall deal with water 
cooled engines only. Naturally, in 
such engines partial depletion of the 
water system means an overheated en- 
gine. This is more particularly the 
case with thermo-syphon cooled en- 
zines, which require a complete cir- 
cult of water. It is therefore a good 
plan for the owner of a car with a 
thermo-syphon cooled engine to see 
that the radiator always is full. In a 
pump cooled engine there is more force 
back of the water and a lower level 
may. be carried without the danger of 


Leaks im the water system natural- 
ly bring about reduction of water sup- 
ply and consequent excessive heating 
of what water remains. 

Anything tending to interfere with 
the free circulation of the water 
through the radiator or the water jack- 
#t keeps the jacket water in contact 
with the hot cylinders too long, result- 
ing in boiling of that water. Obstruc- 
tions may be in the form of dirt or sedi- 

#aant in the radiator, disintegrated hose 
sonnections, which partially clog the 
passageways; an obstruction of dirt or 
zumps of rusty material in the water 

Running for too long a period in low 
gear, or even second, May cause over- 
heating. This overworks the engines. 
Running on retarded spark, especially 
for any distance under load, as up a 
grade, will cause overheating. Instead 
of running with retarded spark in 
high, run with advanced spark in sec- 
ond slowly. 

It is quite possible for the ignition 
timing to be wrong, so that manipula- 
tion of the lever will not advance the 
spark enough to keep the engine cool. 
This is a matter for an ignition man to 
correct, as it may be due to a number 
of causes, the commonest being a 


One of the commonest causes of over- 
heating is due to-a slipping fan belt. 
It is absolutely necessary for the fan 
to cause sufficient air draft to cool the 
water as it ows through the radiator. 
A slipping belt reduces the fan speed 
and thus cuts down the draft. The 
belt should be taut but not tight, Tight

MiniatureFeatures 
of Week’s Exhibits

AST week afforded several open- 
ei ings in the art-world. Impor- 
tant exhibitions are now being 
held at the Art {fnstitute and at 

the Arts club. 
At the institute there is the thirty- 


second annual exhibition of water col- 


ors, pastels and miniatures by Amer- 
ican artists. This will continue at 
the institute until June 6. 

The rotary exhibition is assembled 
and sent out by the American Federa- 
tion of Arts from the annual exhibition 
by the American Water Color society 
held in. New York. In this exhibition, 
which occupies the first of the galleries 
tn the east wing, there is C. D. Wel- 
don's “Birth of the Morrow,” an at- 
mospheric canvas full of charm. Near 
it hangs John S. Eland’s “ Hail, Mary,” 
a religious painting of decided merit. 
J. Whittemore’s “The Little 
Girl with the Red Hair” is a fine piece 
of portraiture delightfully colored. 
George Elmer Browne's three paint- 
ings, among them the “Street to the 
Market, Le Puy,” are strongly handled 
and stand out distinctively among the 
many canvases on exhibit. Alphaeus, 
Cole has a “ Pink Opera Cloak” which 
for sheer lure of coloring is not excelled 
in the exhibit. “The Red Barn” by 
Edmond Weill, the “Voice of the For- 
est” by Harry Hintermeister Jr., and 
“October Evening’ by Felicie Waldo 
Howell possess unusual individuality 
and deftness in treatment. 


There are many familiar Chicago 
names tn the water color exhibition. 
Robert Prucha’s Juliette stands out 
among the portrait work, a splendidly 
done canvas of alyoung girl whose gold 
brown hair blends softly with the 
greens and gold of her dress and whose 
face reflects beauty and strength. 

There is ng St. John’s “Sunny 


Italy,” a splash of sunlight on some 
oxen and a cart; Frederick Tellander’s 
“South Wind,” with its misty com- 
mingling of colors; Gertrude Spaller’s 
wash drawings of “ The Steadfast Tin 
Soldier’ and “The Mad Tea Party,” 
Harry Water Armstrong’s decorative 
illustrations, K. A. Buehr’s pastel 
sketches of a woman in blue. Mable 
Key’s riot of summer foliage in 
“Through the Gate.” Osk»: Gross’ 
Philosopher,” and Willian: ~iusman’s 
“After a Rain” and the ‘ Forest Pre- 
serve.” J 

Elinor M. Barnard has a couple of 
portrait studies of a child which de- 
serve special mention; so also do 
Adam Emory Albright’s “Baking 
Time,” Lucie Hartrath's “ The Hilltop: 
Morning,” Albert H. Krehbiel’s “ Oats 
Stack,” Tod Lindenmuth’s wood block 
prints, “The Boat Builders,” “A Vil- 
lage Street,” and “ Winter”; Stanley 
W. Woodward's “ Portrait of a Young 
Man” and “Girl with a Fur,” and Si- 
gurd Schou’s “ Jonquils ” and “ Tulips.”
